The publishers of, Muzzey’s 
text have posted a bond under 
which they musf’supply the 
hook at a given price for eight 
years to such schools as want 
it. They claim this contract is 
binding on the state and the 
hook cannot be ousted. 

Pending a ruling hy the at- 
‘Aorney feneral on the eight- 
year provision, the state bhodrd 
has declined to approve all 
new books befere them, includ- 
ing a mathematics book, which 
San Francisco intends to use, 
and a chemistry text consider- 
ed by Los Angeles, it was an- 
nounced.
